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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose an apparatus for controllably generating sparks at a single spark 
generating device comprising in combination at least two output stages or at least two 
capacitors for storing energy connected to the spark generating device (claims 1 and 
90); or "controlled switches triggered substantially at the same time and the energy 
output from one of the output stages substantially overlapping the energy output from 
another output stage, thereby causing the energy at the spark generating device to be a 
sum of the energy output from the output stages (claims 97, 99). The remaining claims 
74-89, 91-96, 98 and 100 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies on the 
independent claims. Hence, the examiner has allowed claims 1 and 74-100.
